would be too expensive to replace 
much of the older supplies we had.” 

But for Deboe and a handful of 
committed members it was not a mat¬ 
ter of money, just a matter of time. 

“We started from scratch,” Deboe 
said. “For a long time there were only 
about 10 of us working to bring it 
back. This was just such a great 
event to put on every year, and it re¬ 
ally helps us raise money for the cen¬ 
ter so we knew it was worth bringing it 
back.” 

A major part of what they wanted to 
bring back was the center’s infamous 


tunnel. Deboe said people came from 
all around to see and walk through 
the tunnel. 

“We have more than 30 people who 
are volunteering for this year’s 
haunted house,” Deboe said. “Now 
that we have raised the funds to get 
everything going again many people 
have volunteered throughout the 
community to help with putting on the 
event. That has been a real relief, and 
I think this year’s house is going to be 
better than ever before because peo¬ 
ple are so energized.” 

Deboe said there’s some consider¬ 


ation for allowing guests to enter only 
the tunnel if they’re too scared to go 
through the whole house. She said 
many people enjoy that one aspect of 
the event and it is not too scary for 
young children who might not be 
ready for the other ghost and ghouls 
that are encountered inside the 
haunted house.

Veterans need DD214 for new driver’s license

Kentucky Transportation Cabinet 
has received reports from numerous 
circuit court clerk offices of misun¬ 
derstanding about how veterans can 
obtain a driver’s license imprinted 
with the newly authorized “Veteran” 
designation, which became available 
on Sept. 24. 


Kentucky veterans who wish to 
have the designation must present 
form DD214 - the Department of De¬ 
fense form that verifies service - at 
the office of the circuit court clerk 
when renewing licenses. 

The licenses are not free. A veteran 
will pay the usual $20 renewal fee. 
However, veterans who renewed li¬ 


censes between July 12 when the 
law authorizing the veteran designa¬ 
tion became effective and Sept. 24 
when the designation became avail¬ 
able, can obtain a replacement with¬ 
out paying the standard fee for a 
duplicate license. The fee for dupli¬ 
cate is waived for those veterans - 
and those veterans only. The waiver 


expires Dec. 31. 

Veterans who have not yet re¬ 
newed, and who wish to obtain a li¬ 
cense with the veteran designation 
before their renewal date, may do so 
but must pay the duplicate fee. 

There are no exceptions to the form 
DD214 requirement.

You may also recall that imme¬ 
diately following the 2010 elec¬ 
tions where Republicans gained 
seats in the Senate, Obama 
rushed the New START Treaty 
through the lame-duck Senate, 
probably illegally, and ratified this 
treaty. The Russians demanded 
that we ratify with no changes. As 
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was reported at the time, that 
treaty heavily favored the Russian 
national security at a great cost to 
our own. 

In 2009, Obama sold out our al¬ 
lies, Poland and Czechoslovakia, 
by announcing that we were 
pulling out our missile defense 
systems from those two countries.

The power to seize control and 
take over these resources is dele¬ 
gated to the following government 
authorities: 



1. The Secretary of Agriculture 
with respect to food resources, 
food resource facilities, livestock 
resources, veterinary resources, 
plant health resources, and the 
domestic distribution of farm 
equipment and commercial fertil¬ 
izer; 

2. The Secretary of Energy with 
respect to all forms of energy; 

3. The Secretary of Health and 
Human Services with respect to 
health resources; 

4. The Secretary of Transporta¬ 
tion with respect to all forms of 
civil transportation; 

5. The Secretary of Defense with 
respect to water resources; and 

6. The Secretary of Commerce 
with respect to all other materials, 
services, and facilities, including 
construction materials. 

This takeover is designed, in 
part, to stockpile supplies for the 
U.S. military. Authority for this 
total takeover of all national re¬ 
sources is granted with nothing 
more than the writing of a single 
statement that claims these ac¬ 
tions is necessary to promote the 
national defense. 

As stated in the order: “the au¬ 
thority delegated by section 201 of 
this order may be used only to 
support programs that have been 
determined in writing as necessary 
or appropriate to promote the na¬ 
tional defense: 

(a) by the Secretary of Defense 
with respect to military production 
and construction, military assis¬ 
tance to foreign nations, military 
use of civil transportation, stock¬ 
piles managed by the Department 


of Defense, space, and directly re¬ 
lated activities.” 

What all this means is that the 
U.S. government now claims the 
power to simply march onto your 
farm with guns drawn and de¬ 
mand all your crops, seeds, live¬ 
stock and farm equipment. 

Is this exaggerating? Read it for 
yourself. 

And for those living in denial 
who refuse to accept the reality of 
what's happening in America, re¬ 
member the following: 

• When NaturalNews reported on 
the existence of the NDAA, they 
were told their reporting was mis¬ 
leading because Obama opposed it 
and wouldn't sign it.

Local man seriously 
injured in accident in 
Webster County 

A Crittenden County man re¬ 
mains hospitalized in Evans¬ 
ville following a serious 
automobile accident almost 
three weeks ago in the edge of 
Webster County. 

Michael Musser, 25, was 
coming home from his job as a 
coal miner when he lost control 
of his vehicle east of the Crit- 
tenden-Webster line on Ky. 

120. Musser suffered a serious 
head injury in the single-vehi¬ 
cle accident, which happened 
about 1 a.m., Sept. 21. 

Corps still studying 
what happened with 
Dycusburg cemetery 

The Corps of Engineers met 
with opposing parties over the 
removal of the Bunton Ceme¬ 
tery in Dycusburg on Sept. 19. 
The Corps is trying to mediate 
a resolution between Logan 
Properties, which is construct¬ 
ing the Paddy’s Bluff Quarry 
and Barge Terminal, and a rep¬ 
resentative of the Bunton fam¬ 
ily, who allege the cemetery 
was illegally moved. 

Craig Potts, site protection 
program manager with the 
Kentucky Heritage Council, 
said there is no immediate so¬ 
lution as a result of the meet¬ 
ing. 

“The Corps is still evaluating 
what happened and has not 
decided what it wants to do in 
this case,” Potts said. “With 
everything that happened as 
described in the letter the 
Corps sent to this office there 
is a good chance they will ask 
for a public meeting.” 

Potts said the Corps might 
also decide to just reset the 
clock and make Logan Proper¬ 


ties provide public notice 
again, allowing for representa¬ 
tives of the Bunton Family to 
challenge the project. 

“Everyone acknowledged 
there were problems with the 
original review,” Potts said. 
“And even the Corps acknowl¬ 
edges these problems.” 

Bart Frazer, legal counsel for 
Logan Properties, said the 
meeting with the Corps was 
very productive and believes 
the Corps will come away see¬ 
ing his client’s position. 

“We followed all the state’s 
applicable laws,” Frazer said. 

“I think we can come out of this 
and hopefully by the end of the 
year have a memorandum of 
understanding.” 

Frazer does not want to pre¬ 
judge any decision the Corps 
might have, but hopes the fed¬ 
eral agency understands the 
impact its decision might have 
on the project. 

“I just hope they look at the 
jobs and economic impact this 
could have for the county,” 
Frazer said. 

The Corps has not said 
when it would make a final rul¬ 
ing on the matter. It is still re¬ 
viewing archaeological and 
environmental assessments. 

ATV loaded with 
pot stopped by 
police Saturday 

A joint investigation involving 
sheriffs’ departments in Crit¬ 
tenden and Caldwell counties, 
the Pennyrile Area Narcotics 
Task Force and Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources has led to drug 
charges against a Shady 
Grove man. 

Crittenden County Deputy 
Greg Rushing said a tip led of¬ 
ficers to a farm on Blackburn 
Church Road just before dark 
Saturday. Caldwell County au¬ 
thorities had received a tip that 


marijuana was being grown on 
a hunting farm so Rushing, 
Detective Robbie Kirk of the 
task force and Randy Conway, 
the local conservation officer, 
had gone to check out the in¬ 
formation. Instead, they ended 
up catching someone unre¬ 
lated to the original case they 
were working. 

Rushing said officers were 
waiting at a gate to gain en¬ 
trance to the farm when an 
ATV came down the public 
roadway and turned onto Gum 
Creek Road. Officers stopped 
the ATV driven by 64-year-old 
Rudy York. On the four-wheel 
off-road vehicle they found an 
approximately 12-gallon tote 
filled with processed mari¬ 
juana. Rushing said officers 
then went to York’s home 
nearby where they found what 
was described in the police re¬ 
port as a marijuana-growing 
operation in an old cistern. 

York was charged with 
felony trafficking in marijuana 
(eight ounces to five pounds), 
operating an ATV on a public 
roadway, possession of mari¬ 
juana and possession of drug 


paraphernalia. 

When police went back Sun¬ 
day to the farm that had origi¬ 
nally peaked their interest, 
they found nothing growing.

campuses. 

“Text a Tip” is completely 
confidential and easy to use, 
according to a state police 
news release. Anyone with tex¬ 
ting capabilities from personal 
electronic devices can simply 
text 67283 in the address field, 
then type KSPTIP in the mes¬ 
sage field, leave a space and 
then enter information about a 
crime. If your tip went through 
successfully, you will receive 
an instant confirmation text on 
your phone. 

Web-based and phone tip 
lines have been around a 
while, but have the disadvan¬ 
tage of a perpetrator overhear¬ 
ing the person on the phone or 
they required Internet access. 

KSP spokesperson Sgt. Rick 
Saint-Blancard said “Text a 
Tip” is gaining ground because 


text messaging does not re¬ 
quire verbal communication or 
Internet access. 

“Everywhere you go, some¬ 
one has a cell phone with 
them,” Saint-Blancard said in a 
KSP news release. “Whether a 
person is at home or a large 
venue, like a sporting event or 
concert, they can text a tip to 
us without bringing attention to 
themselves.” 

Saint-Blancard says people 
who live in high-crime neigh¬ 
borhoods are often afraid that 
if they are seen talking to po¬ 
lice, they could be subject to 
retaliation from drug dealers or 
other criminals. 

Text-a-tip programs are 
being promoted in schools 
across the country to report 
weapon threats and reduce 
bullying. 

“No technology is more pow¬ 
erful than the eyes and ears of 
the public,” Saint-Blancard 
said.

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Crittenden native creates weather web for Marion

Crittenden County has a new 
source for forecasts and weather 
alerts designed specifically for the 
area. The Crittenden County 
Weathercast is available at 
www.crittendenweather.com. The 
site is maintained by Crittenden 
native and meteorologist Eric Wat¬ 
son. The website went live a couple 
of months ago. 

Watson is a 2002 Crittenden 
County High School graduate. He 
graduated in 2007 from Western 
Kentucky University with a major 
in meteorology and a minor in 
broadcasting. He received an asso¬ 
ciate degree in meteorology tech¬ 
nology and is certified in 
Geographic Information Systems. 
He currently works in the GIS field 
for a company in Bowling Green. 
He and his wife Morgan reside 
there with their son, Eli. 

Watson created the website be¬ 
cause he has always been fasci¬ 
nated by weather and felt 
Crittenden County wasn’t thor¬ 
oughly covered by local stations in 


Paducah or 
Evansville dur¬ 
ing severe 
weather condi¬ 
tions. 

“The closest 
National 
Weather Serv¬ 
ice is in Padu¬ 
cah. They have 
an office in 
Evansville and I 
said Marion 
sort of sets in 
between. A lot 
of times when severe weather 
events are going on, if there’s a se¬ 
vere weather event in Paducah and 
one in Marion, usually the severe 
weather event in Paducah gets cov¬ 
ered before the one in Marion,” 
Watson said. 

The website is recognized by the 
National Weather Service office in 
Paducah as a media site. Individu¬ 
als can post storm damage reports 
on the website under the Commu¬ 
nity Storm Reports menu. Watson 
can participate in National Weather 
Service live chats and give weather 


service officials information about 
storm damage he receives from 
Crittenden County. Live chat 
rooms are used by broadcasters re¬ 
ceive storm damage information. It 
allows them to talk directly with 
forecasters at the National Weather 
Service. 

Initially, it was a lightning strike 
that sparked Watson’s interest in 
meteorology. As a young boy, Wat¬ 
son was looking out the window at 
an approaching storm and wit¬ 
nessed lightning strike a tree at his 
home near Rosebud Hill. 

“All of a sudden the sky turned 
blue. It flashed blue as bright as 
can be, and tree bark starting hit¬ 
ting the window,” he recalls. “I’ve 
always had a fascination for 
weather. And that’s what made the 
degree so easy for me. When you 
study something you love it makes 
it so much easier.” 

He said Crittenden County is one 
of 62 sites in Kentucky that has a 
Mesonet weather station. The site 
is four miles northeast of Marion 
near Repton. The Kentucky 
Mesonet is a network of automated 


September weather 

Crittenden County received six 
inches of rainfall last month and dur¬ 
ing September the average tempera¬ 
ture was 67.9 degrees. The hottest 
day was 89 degrees on Friday, Sept. 
7, according to the Kentucky 
Mosonet weather station. The cold¬ 
est temperature was 38 on Sunday, 
Sept. 23. Crittenden County remains 
in a moderate drought, needing 7.58 
inches of rainfall above normal to 
ease the dry conditions. 


weather and climate monitoring 
stations that is hosted by Western 
Kentucky University. 

Through Aug. 30, Watson said 
the Mesonet site recorded a total of 
24.85 inches of rainfall in Critten¬ 
den County for the entire year. The 
Mesonet site at Union County re¬ 
ceived the lowest amount of rain of 
any reporting site, having received 
about 21 inches for the year. The 
most rain a Mesonet site has re¬ 


ceived was in Letcher County in 
eastern Kentucky. The site re¬ 
ported more than 40 inches of rain 
for the year. 

Watson actively followed Hurri¬ 
cane Isaac’s impact on local 
weather. He said there are numer¬ 
ous factors to consider when fore¬ 
casting for any weather system. 

“There are so much other things 
involved like winds aloft, what’s 
your temperature in the atmos¬ 
phere as far as convective activity, 
how much moisture is available in 
the atmosphere as how much rain¬ 
fall you can potentially get,” he 
said. 

Observing the long-range 
weather models, Watson said he 
doesn’t see much change in the dry 
weather pattern for the fall outlook. 

“It looks to be slightly above nor¬ 
mal temperatures than average 
and precipitation will be typical to 
slightly below normal for the fall 
season,” he said.

Police say they’ve solved two burglaries

Marion Police Department 
says it has solved two recent 
burglary cases. Through in¬ 
vestigations that reached 
into both Union and Cald¬ 
well counties, police have 
charged individuals who 
were allegedly involved in a 
stolen golf cart case and in 
the taking of about $800 
worth of items from the Mar- 
ion-Crittenden County Park 
concession stand. 

The two cases are unre¬ 
lated. 

Police Officer Jerry Parker 
said a tip from Union County 
helped solve the concession 
stand burglary that occurred 
in July. Two juveniles, ages 
17 and 15, were allegedly re¬ 
sponsible for breaking into 


the park concession stand 
and taking dozens drinks, 
snacks and equipment. 
Some of the items taken 
have been recovered in Mor- 
ganfield from the home of 
one of the juveniles. Both are 
charged with third-degree 
burglary. 

Parker said the two teens 
are also implicated in bur¬ 
glarizing other concession 
stands in the region. He said 
they were caught on video¬ 
tape trying to break into the 
Union County High School 
concession stand. 

Parker was also the lead 
investigator in the case of a 
golf cart stolen from Marion 
Country Club last month. 
Parker said the cart belong¬ 
ing to Curtis Franklin has 


been recovered, but the men 
who stole it had burned the 
cart and sold two sets of golf 
clubs that had been on it. 

Charged in that case are 
Roy Givens, 19, Colin Belt 
20, and Cody McDonald, 21, 
all of Marion. Parker said 
two of the men, Givens and 
Belt, have also been impli¬ 
cated in the theft of a utility 
trailer in Caldwell County. 
All three were charged with 
third-degree burglary in the 
golf cart case. 

Parker said the value of 
the cart and clubs was about 
$2,500. He said the suspects 
have already begun making 
restitution to the victim. The 
suspects were arraigned in 
Crittenden District Court 
Wednesday.

You might find it is more 
cost-effective to go to a 
larger store in a nearby com¬ 
munity once a month to 
stock-up on commonly used 
non-perishable items. 

Instead of increasing 


prices, some companies are 
reducing their packaging 
sizes. This can increase your 
spending, as you will need to 
replace these items more 
often. When at the grocery 
store, check the item’s price 
per unit found on the shelf 
tag. The price per unit al¬ 
lows you to easily compare 
the costs of the product 
based on size. The price may 
be cheaper in a different size 
or brand. If your grocery 
store does not display a 
product’s price per unit, you 
can easily calculate it by 
taking the cost of the prod¬ 
uct and dividing it by its 
packaging size. Bringing a 
small calculator may be 
helpful. 

Review your grocery pur¬ 
chases at least monthly to 
determine total monthly gro¬ 
cery expenses and individual 
product prices. You may be 
able to further reduce 
spending by eliminating 
things that aren’t necessi¬ 
ties. Cheaper alternatives 
may be available for some of 
the more costly items.

cessity and call when it is 
collected. 

All scrap metal of any type 
or size is collected, metal 
beds, springs, old irons, 
bathtubs, lawnmowers, 
metal refrigerators, old 
kitchen sinks, electric fans, 
wash tubs, washing ma¬ 
chines, wire fencing, roofing, 
old farm equipment and all 
similar types are of value to 
the government and are 
shipped to smelters as is 
iron and steel. 

Pupils of county schools 
are urged to continue their 
search for scrap and report 
to instructors who in turn 
report location to Imboden. 

Much scrap still remains 
in and around mills, quar¬ 
ries, and recently large 
weights have been collected 
from schools at Frances, 
Mattoon, Siloam and Sul- 
lenger. 

Dec. 11,1942 

The rural salvage drive 
continues with each farm in 
Crittenden having been as¬ 
signed 400 pounds to be col¬ 
lected before Dec. 31. 

Superintendent J.L.F. 
Paris is in charge of the cam¬ 
paign. Paris said yesterday 
that he had instructed each 
teacher in the county to have 
pupils visit farms in the ter¬ 
ritory served by the school to 


determine if scrap was on 
the particular farm. Teach¬ 
ers are to provide students 
with forms for the purpose of 
listing each farm and return 
them to Paris after comple¬ 
tion. 

So far the WPA has col¬ 
lected and shipped 178,925 
pounds of scrap during the 
last month and the present 
drive, being named the Vic¬ 
tory Scrap Metal drive, 
under the direction of Paris 
would serve to assemble all 
scrap by rural sections. 

The scrap is shipped to 
smelter mills under govern¬ 
ment direction and all per¬ 
sons having scrap are given 
receipt for weight and receive 
pay from government chan¬ 
nels. 

Paris said that he had in¬ 
structed teachers to caution 
students to waste no time in 
making farm calls. All Mar¬ 
ion residents are asked to 
have scrap collected and 
ready for collection as soon 
as possible. 

County residents are 
asked to collect every pound 
on farms, both heavy and 
light types, and to notify P.R. 
Taylor who will route trucks

Crittenden County did its part to help with World War II efforts 


Have you noticed lately the 
loads of scrap metal rolling 
through our town? It is a 
daily sight to see the trucks 
and trailers loaded down 
with every kind of old scrap 
metal one can find. 

I'm sure this sight reminds 
many of the time during 
World War II when scrap 
metal was a much needed 
material for making war 
items for the soldiers. Al¬ 
though not to help the war 
efforts today, the collecting 
of scrap metal for recycling is 
a way to help make a little 
extra cash. 

The World War II days of 
1942 were busy for Marion 
and Crittenden County. 
Everyone, old and young, 
worked together to support 
our young men in battle. The 
way they could do this at 
home was to buy war bonds 
and help and support the 
many drives to collect 
needed items in the county. 
These items collected would 
be reused to help make 
items that our soldiers 
needed in the war. 

Two of these important 
drives were the collection of 
rubber and all kinds of scrap 
metal. From the pages of The 
Crittenden Press during the 
World War II time period we 
learn how our county was 
supporting the war. 

June 19,1942 

The drive for collection of 
scrap rubber opened Mon¬ 
day in the county according 
to George Patmor, member 
of the salvage committee. 

R.W. Croft, mayor, and 
C.E. Truitt, county judge, 
urge each and everyone to 
cooperate with the govern¬ 
ment in the collection of 
scrap rubber badly needed 
at the time. Victory over the 
despised Axis powers can be 
had by the cooperation of 
each and everyone with the 
other. 

Do not delay in this vital 
campaign and undertaking 
to provide armed forces with 
necessary rubber. One ton of 
scrap rubber will produce 
1,000 pounds of usable rub¬ 
ber for airplane tires and 
other armed equipment. 

Much scrap rubber is to be 
found on farms, homes, and 
in and around stables and 
other outbuildings custom¬ 
arily found on average 
farms. Without delay, collect 
this scrap rubber and place 
same in proper channels in 
order that it may be used by 
the United States of Amer¬ 
ica. This drive is of vital im¬ 
portance. 

Service stations through¬ 
out the county are to pay 
one cent per pound for the 
rubber brought in during the 
campaign. The drive has 
been opened to supply gov¬ 
ernment needs and is the 
most important phase of the 
present month. 

Scrap rubber can be found 
in cast off and unusable 
tires, tubes, boots, mats, 
hose, heels, composition 
soles, tennis balls and 
shoes, trays, girdles, shower 
caps, rubber gloves, rubber 
baby pants, rubber shower 
curtains, old rubber wash¬ 
ers, garden hoses, hot water 
bottles and many other types 
of articles. 

When the drive ended in 
July 10, 1942, 104,381 

pounds of scrap rubber was 
collected by the petroleum 
distributors and placed in 
the proper government 
channels. 

Crittenden was above the 
national and state total hav¬ 
ing 7 Vz pound average per 
person of 12, 115 persons 
based on the 1940 census. 

In a message to John Bel¬ 
lamy, chairman of the drive, 
John Downing, of the petro¬ 
leum scrap group said, 
"great work is being done by

Victory scrap metal drive 
Aug. 21,1942 

George Hinch received 
16,840 pounds of junk dur¬ 
ing rally day. Hinch said that 
receipts of scrap iron and 
steel were above average for 
the day while batteries, alu¬ 
minum, copper, brass, lead 
and zinc were below; only 
one battery was received, 
aluminum totaled 13 
pounds, copper, brass, zinc 
and lead total was 24 
pounds. Tin receipts lead all 
in excess of the quota, 1055 
pounds. 

Prize winners of the day 
were A.E. Clark, Tolu, great¬ 
est distance $2; P.W. 
Hughes, largest load iron 
and steel, total 3,870 
pounds, $2; C.E. Clark, 
Tolu, largest load rags, 93 
pounds, $2; Ed Beard, most 
aluminum, four pounds, $2; 
Newt Kirk, largest poundage 
brass, copper, lead, zinc, 12 
pounds, $2; Howard J. 
Cummings, most tin, 448 
pounds, $2; Buddy Grimes, 
most rubber, 146 pounds, 
$2; Mrs. S. Gugenheim, 
most grease or cast off 
kitchen fat, 25 pounds, $2; 
Tom Carter, $2 for only bat¬ 
tery received, first load of 
iron or steel received at eight 
o'clock, Charles Baker, 
1,800 pounds; Abe Herrin, 
83, oldest man selling junk. 
Nov. 13,1942 

Charles H. Imboden, WPA 
emergency head, said that 
his organization had col¬ 
lected 1,000,000 pounds of 
scrap metal and rubber 
since Nov. 1 and estimated 
that two million pounds re¬ 
mained in Crittenden despite 
the campaign. 

WPA yard is near I.C. sta¬ 
tion and all such metal, 
sheet iron and steel included 
is brought in by truck and 
stored there until loaded and 
shipped. 

Imboden said there is also 
need for rubber and persons

West Kentucky General Baptist Association 
undertakes construction of new building

The idea to have a West 
Kentucky General Baptist 
Association first came to 
David Winders 30 years ago. 
In his vision, Winders saw 
the association combining 
all of the local general bap¬ 
tist churches so that it 
would become one mind, one 
accord and one unity in 
agreement. 

That vision soon became a 
realization and with the help 
of his son, Nicky, the associ¬ 
ation was formed in 1985. 
The association is comprised 
of eight churches including 
Cumberland Valley, Enon, 
Glendale, Marion, New 
Union, Pleasant Grove, Stur¬ 
gis Unity General Baptist 
churches. 

As the years progressed 
and the churches took turns 
hosting monthly associa- 
tional meetings, Nicky 
Winders realized there was a 
need for more space. 

“Most of the churches in 
our association are small, 


country churches,” Winders 
said. “Meetings would be 
held in basements or wher¬ 
ever there was room and 
sometimes we had trouble 
fitting everyone. It became 
evident that we would need 
a bigger space.” 

And it was through the 
power of prayer, fundraisers 
and a few doors opened by 
God that Winders said so 
much has already been 
done. 

Eight acres of property on 
Crittenden Springs Road 
were donated to the associa¬ 
tion by Pete and Hilda 
Ouelett and Winders was 
able to locate a building last 
year that a pastor in 
Arkansas had. 

“They weren’t using it so 
they offered to sell it to us 
and we took it,” he said.” 

With the building and lo¬ 
cation taken care of, the only 
thing left to do is to fully fin¬ 
ish the building. With the 
help of a mission team from 
Macedonia General Baptist 
Church in Franklin, Ky., 


construction has gone a lot 
faster. 

“Once the building is com¬ 
plete, we will have our meet¬ 
ings here but we also hope to 
have future youth camps 
here,” Winders said. “Every¬ 
thing has just been a bless¬ 
ing and we couldn’t have 
done it without the help of so 
many people. We have a lot 
of ideas for the future but 
our goal is to spread the 
gospel and reach out to the 
community.” 

Bro. David Davis, past 
moderator for the associa¬ 
tion, is hopeful that services 
in the new building will be 
held before the end of the 
year. 

“Seeing everything come 
together like this, is such a 
blessing,” Davis said. “It’s 
truly answered prayers.” 


Last week we looked at the 
beatitude in Matthew 5:4, 
where we saw the "happiness 
for those who are sorry for 
their sin.” 

Today, I want to look at 
verse five, where we read, 
"Blessed are the meek: for 
they shall inherit the earth." 
(KJV) Here in this verse, we 
have another paradoxical 
beatitude spoken from the 
lips of the darling Son of God. 
Humanly speaking, it's nor¬ 
mal and of our own human 
nature to want to control our 
own lives and not be con¬ 
trolled by someone else. In 
this scripture, we find the 
declaration of the happiness 
of the meek, or those happily 
controlled by God. 

First of all, let's look at the 
definition of "meekness.” Let 
me say that meekness is not 
weakness, as some would er¬ 
roneously think. A child of 
God who knows this kind of 
happiness is truly a meek 
person, but they are not a 
"push-over.” No, meekness is 
"power under control" and 
here it refers to someone who 
is God-controlled rather than 
self-controlled. Most of the

time, when an individual is 
self-controlled, they are in all 
reality, "out of control" and 
that leads to misery and trou¬ 
ble in life. 

Next, let's look at the dis¬ 
position of the meek. Those 
who are meek do not seek 
strife nor vain-glory, and they 
will not be the cause of "trou¬ 
ble.” They would rather sacri¬ 
fice themselves rather than 
be the cause of others’ suffer¬ 
ing. 

Boy, wouldn't that fix a lot 
of the trouble in churches 
and also our society! I know 
that, from a human point of 
view, a person like this is 
bound to lose, but from God's 
point of view, this person is 
bound to win. I don't know 
about you, but I would rather 
have the rich inheritance of 
God's favor on my life than 


the devil's enslavement of his 
victims any day. 

Finally, I want to see the 
delight of the meek. The 
promise is that "they shall in¬ 
herit the earth.” Here, the 
words "inherit the earth" was 
a proverb to the Jewish peo¬ 
ple in that day. It showed the 
enjoyment of great blessing 
here in this life and also the 
life to come. 

There are so many people 
who just can't see the wisdom 
in these treasures of scrip¬ 
ture. They are enslaved by 
Satan's "here and now" men¬ 
tality and they give no 
thought for what God wants 
for them in eternity. I am, you 
are, everyone is, whether they 
realize it or not, living for the 
day when we will personally 
meet God face to face. 

The saved, born again child 
of God who knows the rich¬ 
ness of meekness will receive 
great inheritance, while the 
lost, unsaved person will only 
begin injury and torment that 
will last for all of eternity. If 
you don't know Jesus Christ, 
come to Him today and know 
the happiness of being "hap¬ 
pily controlled by God.”

PSC to hold meetings for new area code 


STAFF REPORT 

Residents of Crittenden 
and other western Kentucky 
counties may be seeing a 
new telephone number soon. 

The Kentucky Public Serv¬ 
ice Commission has an¬ 
nounced six meetings to 
discuss the options and 
process for the creation of a 
new area code in all or a por¬ 
tion of the current area code 
270, which covers western 
Kentucky. 

The meetings will be con¬ 
ducted by PSC staff and will 
include an informational 
presentation and an oppor¬ 
tunity to ask questions and 
submit comments. 

The meetings will be held 
in Hopkinsville on Oct. 17, 
Paducah on Oct. 19, Hen¬ 
derson on Oct. 22, Owens¬ 
boro on Oct. 24, Bowling 
Green on Oct. 29 and Eliza¬ 
bethtown on Oct. 30. Meet¬ 
ing times and locations are 
listed separately at the end 
of this news release. 

For those unable to attend 
a meeting, the PSC has pro¬ 
duced a narrated slideshow 
that may be viewed online as 
a 10-minute video. The video 
explains the need for a new 
area code, the options for 
creating one and the advan¬ 
tages and disadvantages of 
each option. It concludes 
with an explanation of the 
PSC’s process for reaching a 
decision. 

Area code 270 is projected 
to run out of available num¬ 
bers by the first quarter of 
2014. The PSC will consider 
two options for creating the 
new area code. 

Telecom providers have 
recommended an overlay, 
which would create a second 
area code - 364 - in the 
same territory now covered 
by area code 270. The sec¬ 
ond option is a split, which 


would assign area code 364 
to a portion of the current 
area code 270 territory. 

An overlay would permit 
retention of all current 270 
numbers, but would require 
10-digit dialing for local 
calls. A split would retain 
seven-digit dialing for local 
calls, but would require both 
wireless and landline cus¬ 
tomers within about half the 
current area code to change 
their phone numbers. 

“We hope that both resi¬ 
dential and business phone 
customers will evaluate how 
these options might affect 
them,” PSC Chairman David 
Armstrong said. “We also 
hope they take the time to 
share their views with the 
PSC.” 

In addition to conducting 
public meetings, PSC staff 
will be available to make pre¬ 
sentations to local govern¬ 
ments, chambers of 
commerce, civic groups and 
other organizations. To 
schedule a presentation, 
contact Andrew Mel- 
nykovych, public informa¬ 
tion officer for the PSC. 

The PSC has not sched¬ 
uled an evidentiary hearing 
in the case. 

Public comments address¬ 
ing the telecommunications 
industry proposal for an 
overlay must be submitted 
to the PSC by Nov. 16.

Rain limits fans 
for 55th Rocket 
homecoming 

STAFF REPORT 

Murray crashed the Rockets' 
55th annual homecoming dance 
Friday night to the tune of its own 
drummer as Dante Howard scored 
three touchdowns for the fourth- 
ranked Tigers in a 41-0 win. 

While Murray (6-1, 2-0) scored at 
will, punching touchdowns on its 
first six possessions, the Rockets 
brought anything but their A game 
to the party. Crittenden rushed for 
less than a yard per carry on 33 
tries and quarterback Travis Gilbert 
completed half of six passes, but 
netted only a dozen yards. Mean¬ 
while Murray piled up 355 yards 
total offense. Most of it came from 
Howard, a halfback in the Tigers' 
wishbone running attack. He 
picked up a game-high 117 yards 
on the ground and caught a touch¬ 
down pass from Tiger QB Dylan 
Boone, who was 4-for-6 for 104 
yards. 

Boone had plenty of time on his 
few passing plays. He threw only a 
half dozen times, but four went for 
touchdowns. 

“Murray is just solid. They beat 
us all the way around,” Rocket 
coach A1 Starnes surmised follow¬ 
ing his team's second shutout this 
season. 

In fact, Crittenden's offense has¬ 
n't scored in three of its last four 
games. The last time that happened 
was way back in 1979. 

“When we can't control the line of 
scrimmage, it's a problem,” Starnes 
said. 

Murray's run defense dictates the 
way Starnes said he had to ap¬ 
proach the game. And with the 
Tigers' closing speed, it's difficult to 
get anything going offensively. 

Crittenden (3-4, 1-1) managed 
three first downs the first half and 
just one the second. Even when 
field position was good, Crittenden 
failed to capitalize. Twice the Rock¬ 
ets got the ball inside Murray's 35. 
The first time they went four and 
out, the second time they did man¬ 
age to move the chains before turn¬ 
ing the ball over on downs. 

“The effort is there, but they just 
beat us up front. They're so quick,” 
Starnes said. 

Rocket seniors Eli Bebout and 
Stephon Cozart were both hurt in 
the game. Neither appeared to be 
too severe, and Lane Wallace suf¬ 
fered an ankle injury in the second 
half that could be a problem. 

The game was played during a 
steady rain, but both teams took 
fairly good care of the football. Mur¬ 
ray had the game's only turnover on 


a late fumble that was recovered by 
Jacob Young after teammate Alex 
Cosby scooted it several yards down 
field trying to get a handle on the 
wet ball. 

The conditions limited Critten¬ 
den's passing attack and it was a 
problem on a fake-punt pass at a 
critical point in the first half when 
the Rockets trailed by just six. Deep 
in his own territory and facing 
fourth and 12, Noah Dickerson 
tried to pick up a first down but the 
ball slipped out of his hand on a 
passing attempt. 

By the fourth period, there were 
more people on the sideline than in 
the Rockets' stands. Just 27 people 
were in the homeside bleachers in 
the final period. However, many 
fans did watch from their vehicles 
on the west end hill near the bus 
garage. 

Murray went into the game 
ranked fourth in the Associated 
Press poll and sixth in the Blue- 
grass Preps poll.

We are currently able to 
certify acreage for the 2013 
crop year (our crop years 
run from Oct. 1 to Sept. 30). 
As soon as you have your 
wheat, rye or any other fall 
seeded crop please call and 
make an appointment to cer¬ 
tify. The deadline to certify 
these crops is Nov. 15. 

This is new this year. We 
have never had to certify 


wheat this early. We are 
more than happy to email 
maps to you in order to 
make this process more effi¬ 
cient in the office.

Also, 
we have new imagery from 
2012 so we will soon be set¬ 
ting up times to meet with 
producers who we need to

that time, more questions 
are being asked regarding 
who knew what Eastern was 
doing and when they knew 
it. 

“When the truth all comes 
out, this will be one of the 
greatest injustices ever done 
to our cattle and farming 
community,” said KCA Exec¬ 
utive Director Dave Maples. 
“This mediation is the first 
positive step we’ve seen, and 
we are hopeful that this case 
continues in a direction that 
puts the victims first.”

Those 
who signed up for the pro¬ 
gram, which included about 
30 men and women from 
the area, were given an 
hour-long lecture and simu¬ 
lation training. But the 
training did not stop there. 
The firemen were provided a 
simulated propane trailer, 
which is fed gas from an¬ 
other trailer, and allows fire¬ 
fighters to get real hands-on 
experience fighting these 
particular types of fires. 

Tim Cook, assistant fire 
chief from Princeton, in¬ 
vented the training module 
and takes it all over the 
state to train firefighters on 


how to fight a propane fire 
situation. He said it is even 
more important for firefight¬ 
ers working in rural areas to 
know how to respond to a 
propane fire because the 
usage in those areas is so 
much higher. 

“I have taken this thing all 
across the state,” Cook said. 
“I have trained hundreds of 
firefighters on it too. It’s very 
important to remember that 
these things carry hundreds 
of pounds worth of gas, and 
just one truck can burn for 
a long time.” 

He said situations where 
firefighters would need to 
respond to an incident of a 
burning truck are rare. But 
the response to such a fire is 
so unique that local fire de¬ 
partments need to be pre¬ 
pared and trained just in 
case. 

Marion Fire Chief Red 
Howton help bring the train¬ 
ing to Crittenden County be¬ 
cause so many of his 
firefighters do not often get 
the chance to have local 
training. 

“We require so many 
hours a year of training,” 
Howton said. “But most of 


the time we have to go to 
Louisville or Lexington, 
which can be quite a ways. I 
am just glad to see so many 
of our local guys come out 
and take part. This is very 
important for our area and 
not something that comes 
around that often.” 

Firefighters were required 
to put on full gear and 
march in two lines towards 
the propane unit. Each line 
had a hose which pushed 
the flames back to the tank. 

Cook said the main objec¬ 
tive in fighting this sort of 
fire is not to extinguish the 
flames with water, as that is 
nearly impossible because 
of the fuel source. 

Instead, firefighters are 
supposed to push the fire 
back far enough to allow 
someone to reach the 
propane tank’s valve and 
shut it off. 

The firefighters trained 
through the night, going 
through six different prac¬ 
tice runs and burning more 
than 250 gallons of 
propane. But in the end, 
Howton said, the hard work 
and immense heat was more 
than worth the effort.

Berlin Crisis guardsmen hold reunion in Greenville

More than 200 men and 
women gathered at the 
Wendell H. Ford National 
Guard Training Center in 
Greenville Saturday morn¬ 
ing to commemorate the 
service and 50tth anniver¬ 
sary of those who served 
during the Berlin Crisis of 
1961-1962. 

The ceremony consisted of 
a slideshow and short 
movie, each displaying the 
training and daily life of 
those sent off to “The Long 
Summer Camp.” 

“That’s me, I did not know 
they even had that picture,” 
said Ted Feagan of Fredo- 
nia, after seeing an old pho¬ 
tograph of himself working 
on a radio. Feagan was one 
of 50 soldiers from the area 
who would be called up as 
part of the Third Medium 
Tank Battalion. 

“We knew at the time we 
were part of something im¬ 
portant,” Feagan said. “But 
I don’t think we understood 


until later how important it 
was.” 

Their service was a way 
for the United States to 
show the Soviet Union it 
had the manpower, and 
tank power, to challenge 
the Soviets. Richard Small, 
a tank platoon leader from 
Marion, said everyone in his 
unit understood what it 
would mean to go to war. 

“It would have been a tank 
war,” Small said. “And 
Kennedy knew at the time 
they had 8,000 tanks and 
the United States only had 
2,000. So we had to show 
them we were ready. Any 
war in Europe was going to 
be about tanks.” 

Small said the unit at the 
time did not have enough 
men to reach full capacity, 
so there were fill-ins from all 
across the country. 

At the reunion, old friends 
hugged and recalled their 
time on active duty from so 
many years ago. 

At the ceremony, a procla¬ 
mation was read from Gov¬ 


ernor Steve Beshear pro¬ 
claiming Oct. 6 to be Ken¬ 
tucky National Guard Armor 
Day, and expressed a need 
to remember the history and 
commitment of armor units 
in Kentucky history. 

Kentucky National Guard 
historian John Trowbridge 
thanked the veterans for 
their service and reminded 
them how important it is to 
collect the oral and pictorial 
history of the events which 
took place during the Berlin 
Crisis. 

“As you all can tell your 
numbers have thinned out 
over the years,” Trowbridge 
said. “We need you all to tell 
us those stories and share 
those memories you have 
kept with you so we can get 
them down on the record 
and remember them for fu¬ 
ture generations.” 

Those who attended the 
reunion were given a tour of 
the facility and provided a 
special booklet describing 
the history of their unit and 
service.
